HOME GUARDS 
NOW ORGANIZED 


Men of the Covina Valley Are Now 
Prepared to Cope With Any Emer­ 
gency 
That May Arise—Efficiency 
Demonstrated by a Hurried Call to 
Spanish Town on Monday Night 


The men of the Covina valley, under 
tho leadership of Constable James J. 
Saunders, ore proceeding with the or­ 
ganisation of an effective homo guard, 
for the protection of tho lives and 
property of tho residents of the San 
Gabriel valley, in the event of riot by 
irresponsible cholos, or other'aliens. 


The first definite stop was tho swear­ 
ing in on Saturday night, at tho Argus 
office, of .twenty-five 
deputy 
sheriffs, 
men who were selected as having the 
threo 
essentials for efficiency—sound 
judgment, an automobile, and a tele­ 
phone . at their rosidence. 
These men 
are now qach authorized to select from 
among their neighbors threo men who 
are willing to rospond on call, consti­ 
tuting a squad of four men, who will 
act ns a unit of the company. 
Whon 
these twenty-five squads are recruited 
up to strength, and it is anticipated 
they will b»> during tho coming week, 
Covina will have n company of .100 dis­ 
ciplined men, equipped with high-power 
rifles ami side-arms, a force adequate 
to maintain order in any emergency 
that might arise.

W. S. Sawyer, a well-known

BE AVOIDED IF POSSIBLE 


The 
most 
prevalent 
illness 
in 
the 
"United S t a t e s is the common 
cold, 
a 
disease group included under one name 
an<l considered of such minor 
import­ 
a n c e t h a t ; v i t a l statistics do not record 
,the enormous number of persons 
who 
annually are subjected to the suffering, 
inconvenience, and economic loss there- 
lay. 
Remarkable as it m a y seem, 
the 
•widespread familiarity 
w i t h this 
con­ 
dition has bred a contempt which hides 
i t s seriousness, yet when the sum total 
of t h e r a v a g e s committed b y 
common 
colds is made, i t becomes evident 
that 
instead of being a group 
t r i v i a l 
af­ 
fections, common colds must be classed 
a s serious diseases. 


The 
phrase 
" c o m m o n 
c o l d s , " 
like 
" c h a r i t y , " covers a multitude of sani­ 
t a r y 
sins, a n d 
curiously 
enough, 
the 
n$me has been applied to a group of 
Affections which, far from depending on 
cold, are frequently the direct result of 
living in 
close, over-heated 
surround­ 
i n g s h a v i n g a lower relative 
humidity 
t h a n t h e dryest desert known to man. 


The word " c o l d s " means an 
acute 
infection 
of the lining membranes 
of 
t h e 
nose, tonsils, throat 
and 
larger 
bronchial tubes. 
The process *may 
be 
even more extensive and amount to a 
general infection 
of 
the 
entire 
body. 
All of t h e b r e a t h i n g a p p a r a t u s except­ 
i n g t h e smaller terminal portions in the 
lungs m a y be involved, and as a m a t t e r 
of fact the disease may, and often does, 
spread t o these, thus producing 
pneu­ 
monia. 
I n this connection it m a y 
be 
pointed out t h a t pneumonia kills more 
people i n t h e United States t h a n 
a n y 
other disease excepting tuberculosis and 
h e a r t disease. M a n y pneumonias begin 
as a common cold. 
Colds do not pro­ 
duce 
tuberculosis, 
yet 
unfortunately 
w h a t is considered as a cold m a y be in 
reality the first symptoms of tho white 
plague. 


The causes of colds aro multiform and 
n o t entirely understood. I n every case, 
however, t h e y are dependent upon tho 
g r o w t h 
and 
activity 
of 
living 
germs 
w h i c h a r e always received from 
other 
people. 
I t is true that 
almost 
every­ 
b o d y harbors disease organisms in the 
m o u t h arid nose, and that these under 
f a v o r a b l e 
conditions 
will 
produce 
a 
cold in their host. B u t these germs in 
e v e r y 
case 
were 
received from 
some 
other person. I n other words, colds are 
infectious. I t us,ed t o b e thought 
t h a t 
d r a f \ 


ly. 
I t is "also wise to moisten the air a 


sitting in a d r a f \ or a prolonged stay 
-in 
1'the'swimming pool would produce a 
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stove. 
The handkerchiefs and bedding 
used by the patient should be sterilized 
b y boiling. 
Kissing and tho 
use 
of 
drinking cups and towels, etc., in com 
mon with other members of the house 
hold, 
should 
bo 
forbidden, 
$t 
being 
borno in mind constantly t h a t colds aro 
infectious and readily spread from one 
person to another. 


a n d ' t h e w e a k e n i n g of t h e v i t a l forces 
caused b y too long a swim, lower the 
powers of resistance and permit germs 
w h i c h h a v e hitherto been harmless to 
t h e i r host, t o produce their disastrous 
effects. 


I t is not necessary to describe a cold. 
E v e r y b o d y is familiar with it in all its 
variations, 
from 
the 
simple 
ordinary 
coryza, which is a polite r u n n i n g a t tho 
nose, 
to 
the 
sore throat, tho 
aching 
chest, fever, 
and generally 
" k n o c k e d 
o u t " feeling. 
The cough, tho 
sneeze, 
the headache and the v a r y i n g degreos 
o f inefficiency which 
a cold produces 
are, 
alas, only too well known. 
Com­ 
mon colds occur in epidemics and 
are 
distinctly 
contagious. 
T h e y 
sweep 
t h r o u g h an entire household, a n entire 
city, an 
entire 
state, 
a t t a c k i n g 
the 
young, tho adolescent, the middle aged, 
and frequently 
carrying of t h e 
aged, 
the w e a k a n d debilitated. Schools, fac­ 
tories, stores are suddenly crippled b y 
epidemics of this sort and the compli­ 
cations and serious disorders following 
the disease and add to t h e great eco­ 
nomic loss produced in this way. 
In­ 
fection 
of 
t h e 
cavities 
b e n e a t h 
the 
cheeks a n d 
brows, ear 
derangements, 
chronic 
l u n g 
infections, 
rheumatism, 
•heart disorders, kidney impairment a n d 
depressed vitality m a y all follow in the 
train of this widespread infection. 


To prevent a eold it is necessary first 
of all to keep the body resistance a t a 
high point of efficiency. 
This 
means 
t h a t the body machinery should be k e p t 
i n good order at all times. Good whole­ 
some food in proper amount, plenty of 
sleep, t h e 
careful 
attendance 
to 
t h e 
voiding of b o d y wastes, the t a k i n g of 
Tegular exorcise in the open air, keep­ 
ing t h e body clean, keeping the mouth 
a n d nose clean, the avoidanco of hot, 
stuffy, d u s t y rooms, the avoidance 
of 
exposure to sudden changes of temper­ 
a t u r e , the prevention of the chilling of 
the body either b y cold or wet, are all 
protective 
measures. 
I t 
should 
be 
borne in mind, however, t h a t even ro­ 
b u s t persons m a y contract colds 
from 
people who have them. 


The germs of colds leave the body in 
tho secretions of the mouth a n d nose. 
T h e y enter t h e body through tha. same 
route. T h u s a careless sneezer and the 
person w h o docs not cover his 
mouth 
a n d nose when he coughs are 
breeders 
of 
these infections. 
The little 
living 
bodies which cause colds are so small 
t h a t a million could rest on the head of 
a pin. When a person coughs or sneezes 
a 
fine 
s p r a y carrying with 
i t 
untold 
n u m b e r s of these germs is spread into 
the surrounding atmosphere 
to a dis­ 
tance of several feet and may be easily 
taken into t h e mouth and nose with the 
respired air. More direct contact, such 


the.common roller towel, b y pipes, toys, 
pencils, fingers, food, and other 
things 
which have been contaminated by 
the 
mouth and nose secretions of a person 
having a cold m a y also carry the dis­ 
ease. 


I t is an obligation on the p a r t of per­ 
sons having colds to see to it t h a t they 
do not spread these colds to somebody 
else. Tho person who neglects to cover 
his nose and m o u t h when he 
sneezes 
and coughs, the careless spitter, the per­ 
son who permits 
his 
germ-ladi>n 
dis­ 
charges 
to 
contaminate 
things 
which 
are going to be handled b y other peo­ 
ple, is a menace to the community. 


A good deal has been said about hard­ 
ening people so t h a t they will not con­ 
tract 
colds. 
There 
is an 
element 
of 
danger in this since to expose a weak 
person t o the rigors of cold b a t h s and 
cold drafts is apt to lower 
resistance, 
thus favoring the condition which it is 
desired t o avoid. A t the same time, it 
should not be forgotten, t h a t the Arctic 
explorer does not ordinarily have colds 
so long as he stays out in t h e open air, 
and t h a t it is not the engineer and fire­ 
man in the cold, d r a f t y cab who have 
colds, b u t those who ride in the close, 
dusty, 
overheated 
coaches 
behind. 
When all is said, it must be admitted 
that dusty, unventilated rooms porhaps 
play 
the 
greatest 
role 
in 
producing 
colds. 


Since colds are a 
serious 
condition 
they should be treated as such. 
A great 
m a n y people think t h a t they have 
an 
infallible 
remedy 
for 
b r e a k i n g 
up 
a 
cold. 
This may bo harmless in itself, 
but usually it is not, and consists of a 
combination of harmful drugs and alco­ 
hol, 
the latter usually preponderating. 
The sufferer takes these' preparations in 
large 
quantities 
a n d 
if 
he is 
strong 
enough he may survive them and even­ 
tually get t h e best of his cold. 
Self 
medication or medication b y untrained 
persons is nlways dangerous. I t is es­ 
pecially dangerous to those h a v i n g colds 
and should always be scrupulously 
a- 
voided. 
As a rule, much time, incon­ 
venience and suffering will bo obviated 
by consulting an intelligent 
physician 
promptly. 
If this is not practicable a 
brisk saline may be t a k e n and the pa­ 
tient p u t to bed. 
This gives his body 
an opportunity to regain its vitality and 
a t 
tho same 
time isolates h i m 
from 
other people. The sick room should be 
well 
ventilated 
a n d 
t h e 
windows 
so 
opened as t o k e e p t h e air moving free

Mrs. Chapin spoke first of Russia and 
her part in the world's war. She spoke 
of tho present situation

own country and Europe, and delivered 
a strong plea to the mothers of young 
men 
to use their influence 
in 
urging 
their boys to volunteer 
their 
services 
to tho country. 


The financinl 
sido of 
tho 
war,

said, is the most important. 
I t is not 
the rich people who will be affected 
by 
the war prices, for mnny of them are 
already buying quantities of household 
supplies; it is tho people who must buy 
their supplies on wookly salaries. 
She 
urged uniformity of dress and modos of

combined efforts of tho women of

She spoke particularly

for a toy train on trestles of blocks,

together. 
The walls of the cheery 
k i n d e r g a r t e n 
room contained drawings by tho chil­ 
dren, some grotesque, others exception­ 
ally well done. 


F r o m 
this most 
interesting 
depart­ 
ment of work, I w a s shown 
into the 
first 
grade, Mvliere 
fifty-two 
children 
were h a v i n g a reading lesson. 
To be 
sure, the lesson was about 
" s o m e t h i n g 
t h a t was round, and not a ring, and 
hard, and not a m a r b l e , " but the chil­ 
dren 
were 
intensely interested 
in the 
story, nevertheless. 


N e x t 
I 
w a s told 
that 
I would 
be 
shown a 
fire-drill. 
And a t the gong of 
the bell all pupils and teachers 
from 
all tho grades of the Phillips 
school 
filed 
quietly and quickly out of doors; 
all done in forty-two seconds. 


Several youngstors of tho kindergar­ 
ten, so X was told, during the first fire- 
drill after the recent fire, were heard to 
say t o themselves as they hurried down 
the 
stairs, " I ' m not afraid, I ' m not 
a f r a i d . " 
A number of tho littlo 
faces 
were 
filled 
with fear, b u t soon 
turned 
again to smiles when they found 
there 
was no real danger. 


Tho older pupils of tho Reed building 
were out of their building in 30 sec­ 
onds. 


The classes of the upper grades a r e 
j u s t as interesting in many ways as t h e 
younger ones.

marvelous. 
Careful 
mothers seem not to realizo t h a t 
there 
are m a n y children, cither of indifferent 
p a r e n t s , or no mothers, who t h e teach­ 
ers m u s t look after. 
Their tooth 
must 
be a t t e n d e d to, a n d their eyes m u s t b e 
cared for, and they, must bo k e p t bath­ 
ed a n d in clean clothos. Tho teachers 
of tho Covina 
g r a m m a r 
schools 
have 
m a n y 
j u s t 
such 
cases. 
B u t with 
all 
this, the schools are in splendid condi­ 
tion. 


Everyone knows this school is there 
—it has been for years—but little do 
they 
realize the immense 
amount 
of 
work t h a t is done and the n u m b e r / o f 
children 
it 
starts 
toward 
education. 
P e r h a p s few people know that in tho 
Phillips 
building, 
which 
contains the 
k i n d e r g a r t e n and primary grades, thorn 
arc 154 pupils; in the Reed 
building 
there 
uro .'(18 pupils, m a k i n g a 
total 
enrollment of '172, and many more chil­ 
dren entering almost every day. 


I t is not enough that parents should 
send their children to Bchool as a mat­ 
ter of course, but they would find their 
time well speat if they would vitdt the 
school for an hour or two some day, 
where they nro always welcomed.
